desired communication can be writ­ 
ten, a small desk in the front of the 
box providing the necessary resting 
g 


lace. At the same time an electric 
ell calls a messengerfrom the nearest 
post office. Where express delivery of 
the parcel is desired, the arrival of the 
messenger must 
be awaited, 
but 
a letter may be deposited in tlie mes­ 
sage receptacle for immediate dis­ 
patch. The necessary fee has, in 
every case, to be inclosed in the en­ 
velope addressed, and should 
the 
payment be insufficient, ^readdressed 
will be required to pay the difference. 
No postage is charged for this aervice, 
and tile fees specified in the scale, 
which are at the rato of GO per mile, 
include train and car fates, 
lf the 
sender wishes a cab to be used, he in­ 
closes the fare in the outer envelope, 
on which he inscribes “By cab,” If 
this attem pt to provide fpr the pub­ 
lic demand for prompt service meets! 
With success, the ARthorities pf the 
post office are prepared to introduce 
the system in many other centers.

The recent hailstorm near Gay Hill 
occurred about 4:30 p. rn. About 2 
p. rn. heavy clouds appeared in the 
west, and as they slowly approached 
a roaring sound was heard, such as 
usually indicates a coming hailstorm. 
Lightning, accompanied by distant 
thunder, suggested an unusual storm. 
About six miles distant from the Gal­ 
veston News m an’s point of observa­ 
tion the clouds divided. A light- 
colored cloud passed out from tile 
more dense cloud toward the south­ 
east, while the latter continued its 
course towmrd the east, but far above 
it at a high altitude was another cloud 
of a pinkish cast, which moved also 
toward the east. A few minutes after 
the rain commenced small hailstones 
fell, and each moment larger ones fell 
than the preceding, until they reached 
the size of small hen eggs. After fall­ 
ing for about fifteen minutes the hail 
and rain ceased for probably two 
minutes. Then it commenced again 
to rain heavily and continued for 
probably ten minutes, with a higher 
wind, and it was during this interval 
that the wonderfully large hailstones 
fell. 
Th is remarkable 
hail fell in large 
lumps, ranging from 3 to 6 inches in J 
diameter. I 
heard of one piece K j 
inches in diameter, as anile, spherical ! 
in form, but some were somewhat j 
Hat, and nearly all were covered with 
oval knobs. They fell in small areas I 
about two feet apart, while in other 
places only one would fall in a space j 
twenty feet 
square. The 
averags j 
under my observation was about one 
hailstone to every three feet square. 
The earth was thoroughly saturated 
with water, and some of the large I 
pieces penetrated the ground in soft j 
places about three inches. 
I gathered 
about a bushel of tile largest pieces 
after 
the 
rain 
ceased, 
and 
in 
a 
very 
little 
while 
I 
placed 
them in a sack, which I put in a 
box and packed hay around without 
special care. Some of the pieces I ex­ 
hibited in Brenham, for the reason 
th at I preferred to give ocular demon­ 
strations in proof of the statement I 
made in relation to the hail. After 
forty-two hours several of the pieces 
were seven indies in circumference. 
At this date, eleven days after it fell, 
about a quart of the hail remains, 
Its density is so great that I believe 
it will keep should you wish a sample. 
A most remarkable fact in connection 
with these large hailstones is that 
some of them have particles of dirt in 
the center. The question is, How did 
they get there?

The Church of St. Mary Woolnotb, 
which stands out conspicuously at 
the King 
William-street 
corner of 
Lombard street, London, was closed 
ten months ago, and it is clear, from 
the statement of the rector, that the 
step was not premature. 
It has been 
his unhappy lot to be often startled 
in the course of his services by a loud 
yet muffled sound, evidently issuing 
from tile vaults under the church. 
As these vaults are now “hermetically 
sealed” the phenomenon may well 
have excited the imaginations of timid 
members of the congregation. 
Mr. 
Brooke, however, recognized the noise 
only too well. 
They were caused by the falling of 
leaden 
coffins, 
sometimes from 
a 
height of ten or twelve feet, in conse­ 
quence of the moldering away of the 
coffins of oak and elm on which they 
had been piled. It would be well if the 
evils of this relic of our barbar­ 
ous system of intramural interment 
had ended here. 
Unfortunately the 
process 
of 
“hermetically sealing,” 
according to Mr. Brooke’s evidence 
before tile Consistory Court of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, has been anything 
but “hermetical.” Mr. Brooke de­ 
clares that for years nearly every 
official had died from the effects, direct 
or indirect, cf the unendurable smell, 
Arthur Statham, the counsel repre­ 
senting the parish, stated th at lb S l 
adults and 422 children had been de­ 
posited in this horrible receptacle 
between 1700 and 1832. In the lat­ 
ter year, according to Mr. Statham, 
the vault was cloned for burials; but 
these burials iii St. Mary Woolmoth, 
if burials they can be called, were 
continued for at least twelve years 
after the latter date. The question 
appears now to resolve itself into 
th at of apportioning for tho cost of 
removing 
these 
human 
remains. 
Clearly a decision should be come to 
without a moments unnecessary de 
lay.—London News.

m those cities. 
At the latter city they 
bad aQ opportunity of seeing and 
comparing all the systems of hot air 
and steam heating, and also of inspect­ 
ing the dry closet system, which seems 
to be the most perfect of its kind, it 
being impossiole for any odors to 
escape into the school rooms. 
As a 
result of their investigations the com­ 
mittee recommended the Fuller A

Automatic Letter Express Delivery 
The new departure in express de 
livery in England, which was talked of 
some time ago, has come into opera 
tion, although for the present it is 
only experimental. In front of the 
Royal Exchange has been placed an 
automatic boy, which is intended to 
be an adjunct to the express delivery 
of letters and parcels. On dropping 
in a penny, the purchaser obtains an 
outer 
envelope, 
inclosing a small 
white envelope and card, on which the 
desired communication can he writ­ 
ten, a small desk in the front ofthe 
box providing the necessary resting 
place. At the same time an electric 
bell calls a messengertrom the nearest 
post office. Where express delivery of 
the parcel is desired, the arrival of the 
messenger must 
he awaited, 
hut 
a letter may he deposited in the mes 
sage receptacle for immediate dis­ 
patch. The necessary fee has, in 
every case, to he inclosed intheen 
velope addressed, and should 
the 
payment he insufficient, the addressed 
will be reauired to pay the difference. 
No postage is charged for this service, 
and the fees specified in the scale, 
which are at the rato of 00 per mile, 
include train and car fares. If the 
sender wishes a cab to be used, he in­ 
closes the fare in the outer envelope, 
on which he inscribes “By cab,” If 
this attempt to provide for the pub­ 
lic demand for prompt service meets^ 
with success, the authorities of the 
post office are prepared to iutrodffce 
the system in many other centers.

Disraeli did 
not forget his benefactor, for at one 
of tho Lord Mayor’s banquets which 
lie attended in great state, with all 
the members of his cabinet, several 
royal Princes, and the foreign am bas­ 
sadors in London, he spied Mr. Neil­ 
son among the group of newspaper re­ 
porters. Leaving the royal person­ 
age to whom he was talking at the 
time, he strode straight over to the 
newspaper men. anJ taking Mr. Neil­ 
son by the hand, led him through the 
crowd o f statesmen and great digna- 
taries to Lady Beaconlield, to whom 
he presented the reporter “as the man 
to whom I owe a deeper debt of grat­ 
itude than to any one el3e in the 
world.” Disraeli thereupon presented 
Mr. Neilson to the Prince of Wales 
and other distinguished personages in 
the same manner, and with the same 
words.

The Church of St. Mary Woolnoth, 
which stands out conspicuously a t

In the lat­ 
ter year, according to Mr. Statham , 
the vault was closed for burials; but 
these burials in St. Mary Woolmoth, 
if burials they can be called, were 
continued for at least twelve years 
after the latter date. The question 
appears now to resolve itself into 
th a t of apportioning for tho cost of 
removing 
these 
human 
remains. 
Clearly a decision should be come to 
without a moments unnecessary de 
lay.—London News.

The recent hailstorm near Gay Hill 
occurred about 4:30 p. m. About 2 
p. m. heavy clouds appeared in the 
west, and as they slowly approached 
a roaring sound was heard, such as 
usually indicates a coming hailstorm. 
Lightning, accompanied by distant 
thunder, suggested an unusual Btorm. 
About six miles distant from the Gal­ 
veston News m an’s point of observa­ 
tion 
the clouds divided. 
A light- 
colored cloud passed out from the 
more dense cloud toward the south­ 
east, while the latter continued its 
course toward tlie east, but far above 
it at a high altitu le was another cloud 
of a pinkish cast, which moved also 
toward the east. A few minutes after 
the rain commenced small hailstones 
fell, and each moment larger ones fell 
than tfie preceding, until they reached 
the size of small hen eggs. After fall­ 
ing for about fifteen minutes the hail 
and rain ceased for probably two 
minutes. Then it commenced again 
to rain heavily and continued for 
probably ten minutes, with a higher 
wind, and it was during this interval 
th a t the wonderfully large hailstones 
fell. 
This remarkable 
hail fell in large 
lumps, ranging from 3 to 6 inches 111 j 
diameter. 
I 
heard of one piece 8 j 
inches in diameter, as a rule, spherical ! 
in form, but some were somewhat j 
flat, and nearly all were covered with 
oval knobs. They fell in small areas 
about two feet apart, while in other 
places only one would fall in a space 
twenty feet 
square. The 
average; 
under my observation was about one 
hailstone to every three feet square. ' 
The earth was thoroughly saturated 
with water, and some of the large 
pieces penetrated the ground in soft ' 
pla es about three inches. 
I gathered 
about a bushel of the largest pieces 
after 
the 
rain 
ceased, 
and 
in 
a 
very 
little 
while 
I 
plajpd 
them in a sack, 
which T put in a 
box and packed hay around without 
special care. Some of the pieces I ex­ 
hibited in Brenham, ior the reason 
that I preferred to give ocular demon­ 
strations in proof of the »tatement I i 
made in relation to the hail. After 
forty-two hours several of the pieces 
were seven inches in circumference. 
At this date, eleven days after it fell, 
about a quart of the hail remains. 
Its density is so great that I believe 
it will keep should you wish a sample. 
A most remarkable fact in connection 
with these large hailstones is that 
some of them have particles of dirt in 
the center. The question is, How did 
they get there?

Board of Education Meeting. 
A special meeting of the board of 
education was held on Tuesday even­ 
ing to take final action on the pur­ 
chase of a site for the new school 
building m the fourth ward, and to 
complete the negotiations with the 
Fuller & Warren HeatiDg company 
for the putting in of their system of 
heating in all the new buildings. 
The full committee on sites reported 
unanimously in favor of purchasing 
ten lots of block 17 in Sleeper’s ad­ 
dition, which report was accepted by 
the board, and purchase ordered, for 
a consideration of not to exceed 
$1,500. The committee attended a 
mass meeting of the citizens of the 
ward the previous evening, and dis­ 
cussed the matter, after which a vote 
was taken by the citizens, which 
was two to one in favor of the site 
selected. 
The committee 
recom­ 
mended accordingly.

This system has been adopted by the 
board after a thorough investigation 
of the systems at present in use, 
a 
committee of the board having visit­ 
ed St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mil­ 
waukee to inspect the systems in use 
in those cities. 
At the latter city they 
had an opportunity of seeing and 
comparing all the systems of hot air 
and steam heating, and also of inspect­ 
ing the dry closet system, which seems 
to be tho most perfect of its kind, it 
being impossible for any odors to 
escape into the school rooms. 
As a 
result of their investigations the com­ 
mittee recommended the Fuller A 
Warren system as being the best hot 
air system they had seen, and far 
more economical than hearing by 
steam, which requires an additional 
expense, as it is necessary to intro­ 
duce the single and doable fan system 
to ventilate the rooms, and aa ad­ 
ditional cost for the dry closets.
